The little town of Washington was tbe 
scene of a shooting yesterday afternoon, 
which waa followed by a few hours of 
considerable excitement. 

The priadpala in tbe afiair waa Rogers 
Winn, the itteen^year-old son of Mr. and 
Mrs. William Winn, and Will Hogan, a 
neuro aged about twenty years. Hogan 
waa ahot The ball entered hia neck and 
passed through, inflicting a serious 
wound. Tbe shooting occurred in tbe 
afternoon and was tbe reaolt of some 
trouble which originated about 11 o'clock 
in the morning. Prom what has been 
learned the negn was the aggrewor all 
the way through. Young Winn and 
others were engaged in conversation with 
'Squire S. E. Bfaatin, when Hogan, who 
was standing near, applied some vile and 
abusive language to Winn. The lan- 
guage was entirely uncalled for, as noth- 
ing bad been said to the negro. He re- 
peated the words. Winn resented the 
insult this time by striking Hogan. Tbe 
crowd separated the partisan ai)d took 
Hogan away. He had fHled hfmaelf 
with mean whisky, however, and his 
quarrelsome nature was at its worst. He 
soon followed Winn up, and repeated 
this abusive language, threatening al^o 
to kill him. Winn again reqented the 
insult, and knocked the aagvo down. 
Frimids now advised Winn to arm liim- 
aelf as Uogan seemed determined on 
doing him some injury. In tbe after- 
noon the negro continued followin){ 
Winn up, and at laat started towur^ him 
in a threatening m^aaOT.

Hogan fell and a crowd of hia friends, 
thinkiiiK he was dead, started after young 
Winn, who took refuge in 'Squire Hun- 
ter^l store.

W. W. Baldwin, Jr., Dr. Gault, and Col- 
onel .Maltby faced the mob, and drove 
them back. Word was sent to this city, 
and Sheriff IVrrinp, Mmt^iiiI Hctlin and 
Deputy Marshal Dawson weut out. The 
appearance of these oflSdsIs, armed with 
double-barreled shot Kiins, had a quieting 
efllect on the crowd, and young Winn was 
brought here without fturtlier trouble. 
The examiningg trial was set for this 
morning before Judge Coons. Hogau 
waa reported better this morning, and is 
not hurt as bad as was thought at first.
